it fOkUows a generally southeast to northwest directiono 

It is a coDCT&te runway^ 1^^500 to 2^000 meters long and 70 to 80 
meteors taide^ It can handle the latest ino<^ jets® Because the 
southern part of tbe field is marsby^ a sj^dal drainage systm was 
built in 195b nod 1955« However^ the ground of the airfield beyond 
the runway turns to deep^ soft after a rain» 

The airfield s^tarted pperations in 195b and it has the necessary 
facilities for night fli^itso Pilots on ni^it flints out of Qraf
